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A SHORT SERMON. 
BY MUNSON, 

“T am resolved what todo.” Luke 16: 4. 

When a man is fully ‘‘resolved’’ what he will do 
he generally does itif he can. The text is the lan- 
guage of “‘the unjust steward.’”’ He had had the 
oversight of the property of a ‘‘certain rich man.’’ 
This ‘“‘steward’’ washisagent. The steward ‘‘was 
accused of wasting his lora’s goods.’’ He collected 
rents of those who had leased land; he had made 
all the contracts; he had had the management of 
all the affairs of hisemployer. At length charges 
were preferred against him, and the employer de- 
manded a settlement, and notified him that he was 
to be discharged. ‘‘For thou mayst be no longer 
steward.”’ 

On learning that he must produce his books and 
make a settlement, he was greatly troubled. He 
saw that it was necessary to make some provision 
for the future. He said within himself, ‘What 
shall 1 do?’ He felt as men do to-day who are ex- 
pecting to lose their office. He said, ‘‘I can not 
dig.’’ Perhaps he had not been trained to manual 
labor, or he might have been physically incapaci- 
tated for manual labor, or he might have been a 
lazy man and unwilling to work, as is the case 
with many to-day. He said, “To beg I am 
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ashamed.’’ None but the lower class of men were 
beggars, and he didn’t wish to be in that company ; 
he wished to appear respectable among men. He 
had probably lived in ease, and had had the luxu- 
ries of life. Having been in office and handling 
another man’s money, he had abused his trust, as 
some men do to-day. After thinking the matter 
all over witha great deal of care, heat last hit upon 
a plan which he thought would work well, and he 
was resolved to try it. He then said, “I am re- 
solved what to do.’”’ The plan was a rascally one, 
but ‘there was money in it,’’ as he thought, and so 
he reduced it to practice at once. 

He made friends of ‘‘his lord’s debtors,’’ so that 
he might be “‘received into their houses’’ when dis- 
charged from office. He proceeded to change the 
terms of contracts previously made with his lord’s 
debtors. He called ‘‘one hundred measures of oil 
fifty’’ (a measure of oil is about nine gallons); one 
hundred measures of wheal’? he changed to 
‘eighty’? (a measure of wheat is about fourteen 
bushels). 

‘“‘His lord,’ the proprietor, ‘‘commended”’ his 
shrewdness, ‘‘because he had done wisely”’ for him- 
self. This transaction showed the man’s character. 
‘*His lord’’ did not commend his moral goodness or 
honesty. If to succeed in wickedness a man needs 
to be “‘resolved,’’ it is certainly true that the man 
who would do right in the world must be a man of 
firm resolve. Like Paul, he must be ‘“‘determined.”’ 
Men who are not ‘‘determined,’’ who are not firmly 
“‘resolved,’’ will accomplish but little good in the 
world. The successful man is the determined man. 

A firm resolve made our revolutionary fathers 
the men they were. All religious reformers have 
been of the same stamp. Fickle-minded men, half 
resolved men, ‘‘almost persuaded’? men have ac- 
complished but little good in the world. If such 
men become Christians, they are but half hearted, 
and if saved at last will be ‘‘saved as by fire.”’ 

To become a Christian a man must think, resolve, 
and act for himself. A man can only know what 
religion is by an actual personal experience. A 
deaf man must have his hearing restored before he 
hears any sound at all. A blind man knows noth- 
ing of colors. Those who are ‘‘dead in trespasses 
and sins’’ must be made alive, spiritually, that they 
may know the joys of salvation. The Queen of 
Sheba did not believe what she had heard about 
Solomon “‘in all his glory,’’ till she went to Jerusa- 
lem and saw for herself. Then she believed, for 
“the half had not been told her.’’ 

If men will resolve to seek the Lord, and carry 
that resolve into practical life, then they will know 
for themselves, and not before. They must not be 
discouraged because some who started on the way 
have gone back. The great majority persevere. I 
once was at the launching of a ship in Maine; but 
before she struck the water she “‘broke down,’’ and 
was fast on the ground. It is not true that all ships 
break down, nor is it true that all who profess the 
religion of Jesus are discouraged and fall out by 
the way. The great majority—the men and women 
of firm resolve—persevere to the end.

BORN OF WATER. 


The phrase ‘born of water’’ occurs but once in 
the Bible. It was used by Jesus in his talk to 
Nicodemus, and is recorded in John 3: 5. What 
is the meaning of being ‘“‘born of water?’’ is a ques- 
tion often asked. It is answered in three different 
ways, while it is certain that there can be only one 
true explanation. One interpretation is that the 
birth of water ‘is the natural birth or birth of flesh, 
and that the words of Jesus in John 38: 6 are in the 
nature of a comment on those in the fifth verse; 
that only two births are spoken of, and therefore 
water in the fifth verse is synonymous with flesh in 
the sixth. To sustain this view reference is made 
to Num. 24: 7: ‘*He shall pour the water out of his 
buckets, and his seed shall be in many waters’’— 
an allusion to the prosperity and numbers of Israel. 
Also to Jer. 51: 18: “‘O thou that dwellest upon 
many waters.’”’ Rev. 17: 1: “I will show thee 
the judgment of the great whore that sitteth upon 
many waters.’’ Rev. 17: 15: “The waters which 
thou sawest, where the whore sitteth, are peoples, 
and multitudes, and nations, and tongues.’”’ It 
will not be disputed that peoples, multitudes, na-

The reason that the laws 
against the Sunday saloons in Cincinnati are not 
enforced is on account of the interference of Repub- 
lian politicians. In Kansas and Iowa, however, 
it is different; but in general, taking the whole 
country, the laws for Sunday closing are laxly en- 
freed. Massachusetts is now very torpid on tem- 
prance reform, but a full vote on April 22d will 
give this reform a fighting chance. The field is the 
world in this movement, and if in the great cities 
weallow the Sunday to be trampled upon, it will 
but react badly upon other parts of the field. 

If we would know what Sunday is worth to the 
slate, we should find out what it is worth to the in- 
dividual, for the state is made up of individuals. 
Itis said that overwork is a serious fault in Amer- 
ia; but many break down for lack of rest by 
Working seven days in seven. 

The Sundays of twenty-eight years, devoted to 
improvement, would be equal in amount to the 
time of a college course, and the time should be 
given to the culture of the whole soul. Then Sun- 
tay brings that seriousness that prepares the way 
for the ‘‘still small voice’’ to be heard; and civiliza- 
tion, without Sundays, is a kind of blasphemy. 
The Sunday saloons are mainly managed by for- 
tigners. The continental saloon and Sunday are 
Siamese twins; if you kill one the other will die. 
Sunday reform, to be effective, must be National. 
Interstate commerce interferes with the regulations 
of astate. Congress is being asked to pass National 
laws. To secure this, a petition, numbering ten 
millions of signatures, came from this side of the 

udson. But Massachusetts will warm up to the 
Work.

Bat in other countries there is a reactionary ten- 
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In many of the factories and shops seven days in a 
week are required for labor, and the laborers are 
asking for more rest and a better observance of Sun- 
day. In Toronto, Canada, no trains are started on 
Sunday, although trains from this country are run 
through the city. If the saloons are closed on Sun- 
day about one-third of the liquor sales are pre- 
vented. Let us therefore ask for Sunday prohibi- 
tion, and finally prohibition through the week. 
The churches should take hold of this work. We 
need Christian Law and Order leagues to be as effi- 
cient in this work as the Law and Order leagues 
are in the enforcement of laws for the promotion of 
temperance. When the Church does its duty as it 
should, the press will do its duty, parties will fol- 
low, and the good work will be accomplished. 

Mr. Cook here introduced Hon. J. B. Grinnell, 
of Iowa, who made several telling points both 
amusing and convincing. He said Iowa pays out 
as much per capita for school purposes as any of the 
Eastern States, and that she is growing rich because 
she has thrown off the saloon incubus. In ninety 
out of the ninety-nine counties tte law against the 
saloons is as popular as the laws against stealing, 
and is as well enforced. The ministers are in favor 
of constitutional prohibition, and send greeting to 
their Eastern brethren, and hope that it may pre- 
vail here. 

Prayer was then offered by Rev. Dr. Mears, of 
Worcester. Rev. L. B. Bates, D. D., of East Bos- 
ton, stated that the lecture-course this season had 
been very successful, and that a moderate collection 
would be sufficient to cover all expenses, and the 
committee would thank the audiences and Mr. Cook 
for what had been accomplished. 

Miss F. C. Cusack, otherwise called the ‘‘Nun of 
Kenmore,’’ was then introduced and spoke a few 
words. It was stated that for yearsshe had been 
laboring and struggling for reform in the Roman 
Church, and being opposed in nearly all her kindly 
endeavors by both priests and bishops, she had at 
last left the Church of Rome and become a Prot- 
estant, uniting with the English Episcopal Church. 
She ranks very high as a scholar and true reformer. 

Rev. James M. Gray, of the Reformed Episcopal 
Church, then read the annual report for the com- 
mittee, saying the lecture-course had been in oper- 
ation fourteen years, and that Mr. Cook had deliv- 
ered two hundred and ten lectures. Among the 
recommendations was that the course be continued 
another year and the same committee re-elected. 


THE LECTURE. 


Mr. Cook hoped that before the celebration of the 
four hundredth year of the discovery of America 
by Columbus, South America will be discovered by 
the politicians. He here reiterated the great ad- 
vancement made there, till in all the states except 
Ecuador, while the religion is Catholic, it is not 
Roman, and that they refuse allegiance to a foreign 
Pontiff. Are Protestants as far along as South 
America? In some of the states, asin Chili and 
Argentine Republic, parochial schools have been 
abolished. Mr. Cook gave but an abstract of his 
lecture, and of what will be published later in his 
paper called Our Day. In closing he said in sub- 
stance: Here I part with the great theme. There 
is no greater question than that of papal aggression, 
and it is making encroachments upon New England 
equally with saloon power. If New England falls 
under the saloon, the West will hang her head in 
shame. But she will not long hang her head. The 
yoke of the unscrupulous classes has been broken 
in Iowa and Kansas, and I hope it will yet be 
broken off in New England as it was one hundred 
years ago. God’s acres are in the future time, and 
Victor Hugo says that the child is the future, and 
if so, in the children is the future hope. 

Here Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts was introduced and 
spoke on Sunday reform, saying on the 7th of 
April begins the season of prayer in behalf of this 
reform. More sermons have been preached the 
past year on this subject than in a long time before 
—against Sunday newspapers, etc. 

By inquiry of railroad officials and others, we 
have got the testimony that the work could be done 
in six days better than in seven, and twenty-seven 
railroad officials say that there is no obstacle to 
stopping on Sunday every wheel. He marveled 
that there were any professedly religious people an- 
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said inauguration Sunday was disgraced at Wash- 
ington, D. C., helped on by Congress being in ses- 
sion. In closing he said, There is great cause of re- 
joicing in a Sunday-keeping President and mem- 
bers of his Cabinet.

AGAIN WE WEEP. 

I take up my paper this 29th day of March and 
read, ‘‘Rev. G. A. Carr, the pastor of Grace Chris- 
tian Church, died last Sunday.” I am dazed, 
shocked, bewildered, it is so sudden; he was so 
much needed just at this time; the church needed 
him so much; he had such a delicate yet glorious 
and joyous work before him; namely, to lead, 
teach, culture, and watch over scores of lambs that 
need the tenderest and most constant care. It is 
loss to us, it is gain to him; God help all concerned 
to say, ‘‘His will be done.”’ 

We love to dwell on and to have pleasant memo- 
ries of the last words, the last work of our brethren 
—our loved ones—just before their departure to Fa- 
ther’s house. Dear Bro. Carr died at his post. In 
his letter to the HERALD, dated March 8d, we see 
his deep consecration to the work and his burden 
for souls. He writes: ‘‘An earnest desire for the 
salvation of souls, and prosperity of our church 
here, led me early the past season to engage the 
services of Rev. C. J. Jones.” 

It seems as the time for his coming approached 
the people felt unable to meet the expenses and 
thought best to give up the services. Then, in that 
self-sacrificing spirit, a mighty faith in God, he 
said, ‘‘I will go ahead with the work and have Bro. 
Jones; though it take my horse from the stable and 
the coat from my back, the work must go on.’’ 
And, bless God, he did not leave the dear brethren, 
but verified his promise, ‘‘Lo, I am with you al- 
way, even unto the end,’’ and his ambassadors, 
Revs. Jones, Jackson, Morrill, and Putnam, came 
in their regular order, filled with the Spirit, and the 
work did go on, night after night, until scores were 
gathered into the fold, and Bro. Carr’s heart was 
filled with joy and praise to God. 

He wrote to the writer about the work, giving 
God all the glory. I wrote him ten days before 
his departure: ‘‘May God give you physicai, men- 
tal, and spiritual strength and wisdom to lead and 
fold the lambs and guard them from the wolves.”’ 
In the midst of the work the Master said, ‘‘Child, 
it is enough; come up higher.”’ 

He was a humble, unassuming man, a quiet but 
continuous worker, a good speaker, and one of the 
most godly, spiritual, Christlike men that stood in 
the New York Eastern Conference. (I did not wait 
until his departure to say that.) All that knew 
him concur in that. Asa minister of the Gospel, a 
pastor, and winner of souls, his life was a success. 
He left the church better than he found it, and none 
ever blushed for his conduct, or were made sorry 
for him. He fell in the midst of work, in the prime 
of life, at his post of duty, with the whole armor on. 

May our dear Father in heaven care for the 
widow, and the blessed Jesus soothe and comfort 
her with his grace and divine sympathy. And 
may the great Head of the Church, with his own 
loving care, send one to the bereaved church, to 
those new-born souls, those lambs of the flock, who 
miss so sadly, so sorely the under shepherd. May 
the great Shepherd of the sheep send one who will 
lead them in green pastures and beside the still 
waters. 

Good-by, dear brother; we will meet again. Chris- 
tians never see each other for the last time. Truly 
it can be said of thee, ‘‘He walked with God; he 
was not, for God took him.”’

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ANOTHER SIDE TO THE PIOTURE. 


Some time ago there appeared in the HERALD a 
short article under the title, ‘“No. 1 Good Wheat,”’ 
which was all very good and, we believe, true. 
But there is another side to that picture. Of course 
the one who buys the wheat cares not where or how 
it was raised, nor how it was brought to market. 
But it does make a vast difference with the man 
who raises and takes it to the buyer, whether his 
No. 1 good wheat was raised on one acre, or five, 
or ten; whether he cut it with a sickle or reaping 
machine; whether he threshed it witha flail, pound- 
ing all day long, day after day, on the barn floor, or 
with a steam threshing machine; whether he takes 
it to market with oxen and cart, or a nice span of 
horses and wagon, or by steam; whether he takes 
it five or twenty-five miles over a stony, rough 
road, through mud, and over a corduroy road, and 
over high hills, or by railroad within a mile or two 
of his door, and the next morning steps aboard an 
express train and in three hours is in the city where 
he finds his wheat and the money for the same. 

So in our efforts to enter the heavenly Jerusalem. 
The main thing is to get there. We believe it will 
not be asked us by what road, or church, or 
how far we have come, but, Are you a Christian, 
and is your name in the Lamb’s book of life? 
Nevertheless, it does make a vast difference with us 
how we get there; whether we have had the help 
of a first-class Christian home in childhood, or had 
to struggle and fight our way in the midst of drunk- 
enness, profanity, and worldliness; whether we 
had the help of good prayer-meetings and spiritual 
Sabbath-schools in our youth, or lived without 
them; whether we have been members in and had 
the help of a spiritual, live, and zealous church, 
free from men-made creeds and traditions, or have 
gasped for the spirit of life in a church full of dead 
members, lukewarm, and worldly; whether we 
have run the Christian race, having laid aside every 
weight, and the sin that doth so easily beset us, or 
are endeavoring to run clinging to these sins and 
weights; whether, while building on the true foun- 
dation, we build up sects and parties, false doctrines 
and traditions of men—the wood, hay, stubble—or 
the truth as it is in Christ, as it is in the Bible—the 
gold, silver, precious stones. 

“Every man’s work shall be made manifest: for 
the day shall declare it, because it shall be revealed 
by fire; and the fire shall try every man’s work of 
what sort it is. If any man’s work abide which he 
hath built thereupon, he shall receive a reward. If 
any man’s work shall be burned, he shall suffer 
loss: but he himself shall be saved; yet so as by 
fire.’ What plainer proof need we that it makes 
a vast difference with us whether or not we 
enter heaven empty handed? Every man shall 
receive according to the deeds done in the body. 
I am sick of hearing it said, ‘‘It makes no difference 
to what church you belong, if you are only a Chris- 
tian’’—as if being merely a Christian is all we 
have to strive for. We should never be satisfied 
with this, but strive to go on to perfection; strive to 
grow in all the Christian graces, in the knowledge 
of the truth; strive to bring forth much fruit to the 
glory of God; strive to be an intelligent Christian. 
In doing all this it does make a difference whether 
I have the help of a good church and a model pas- 
tor and a good, moral, intelligent community, or 
am deprived of them, and in consequence merely 
get into heaven ‘‘by the skin of my teeth.”’

J. E. BRUSH. 

Jonathan Ethelbert Brush was born at Smith- 
town, Long Island, New York, in 1818. His early 
life was spent upon his father’s farm, and his edu- 
cation was that obtained in the country schoul of 
the vicinity. When seventeen years of age he 
went to New York, and after several minor clerk- 
ships he entered the employ of William N. Seymour 
& Co., on Chatham Square, for many years the 
leading hardware establishment in thecity. He 
remained with this concern as clerk, bookkeeper, 
and partner, about forty years, when he retired, 
and since that time he had been assisting his sons 
in establishing their business. 

During his whole life, and especially in his later 





years, he had given a great deal of attention to re- 
ligious and benevolent matters, especially those 
connected with the Christian Church. He early 
commenced his religious life under the ministry of 
Elder Walter, and since that time he had been very 
enthusiastic not only in his support of the churches 
of the denomination in the vicinity of New York 
City, but even up to the time of his death he was 
deacon of St. Paul’s Evangelical Church in New 
York, treasurer of the church and its poor fund, 
treasurer of the New York State Christian Associa- 
tion, treasurer of Franklinton Institute, of North 
Carolina, and sole trustee of a dozen separate funds 
for the support of various widows and orphans. 
He was a man who inspired confidence in all who 
met him. He had a profound reverence for sacred 
things, and would tolerate no levity in relation 
thereto. He was unceasing in acts of kindness, 
especially to the weak, ignorant, aged, and infirm. 
He was a keen observer, systematic in his habits, 
and a ready writer. He delighted in travel, and 
frequently took flying trips in different parts of the 
country, carefully noting and subsequently elabor- 
ating numerous interesting facts which would be 
entirely unnoticed by the average observer. Not- 
withstanding the numerous and complicated finan- 
cial matters under his sole control, his accounts 
were found in such perfect order that no difficulty 
has been encountered in promptly settling them. 
He was killed on February 6th, yet his books were 
found all posted to the first day of that month. He 
was an enthusiastic patriot. By vote, word, and 
deed, he always took a decided stand for his country 
and for the enactment and enforcement of laws 
affecting honesty, decency, temperance, and the 
brotherhood of man. His name isa precious legacy 
to his children. 

His ancestry are English, though ten generations 
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have passed since the family came to this count 
Each succeeding generation named the eldest gp 
Jonathan or Joshua alternately. There are thr 
great branches of the family—one from Connectiegi 
one from Long Island (N. Y.), and one from weg, 
ern New York and Ohio. Prominent men hay 
been found among each of these branches. 
Very much of the success which Mr. Brush wy 
enabled to achieve was due to his wife, Cornelj 
Turck, whom he married in August, 1841, and wh 
died in 1881. She was of Dutch descent, andy 
stronger, truer, nobler character never lived. He 
faith in God and right, her unfaltering courage, no 
matter how dark might be the clouds, her commog 
sense which cut quickly through tangled snarls, he 
warm, kindly, generous nature, and her active ang 
efficient work, cheered him in times of despond. 
ency and enabled his children to obtain an educa. 
tion and position in life which, except for her and 
in this country, would have been impossible, 
Grandly and nobly this man and this woman sup. 
plemented each other, lived and worked together 
and died, each suddenly and without warning, but 
both fully prepared, their life-work done. *

WASHINGTON LETTER. 
WASHINGTON, D.C., April 8, 1889. 

The annual sleep that closes down the eyelids of 
Washington approaches. Even the noisy office- 
geker, With whom ex-Secretary Endicott is so dis- 
gusted, now that his reign is over, is unable to keep 
the course of events from being sluggish. 

The only ripple on the surface of the past week 
Yabeen the appointment of postmaster and col- 
letor of the port of New York. So far as one may 
judge, these nominations are eminently satisfactory. 
This is lucky for President Harrison. The capacity 
of New York politicians for kicking has long been 
the admiration of the Western world, and that they 
should be satisfied for the once is very gratifying. 

The most wholesale change of minor officials will 
beamong the boards of examining surgeons for the 
Pension Bureau throughout the country. An en- 
tire re-organization will take place within thirty 
days, and very few Democrats will remain, as Cor- 
poral Tanner’s ax has been newly sharpened. 
These positions are generally valuable, as theduties 
only occupy a part of one day each week, and the 
perquisites will often reach thirty dollars a day. 
The annoyance from dissatisfied claimants is 
enough, however, to destroy a great deal of the 
ease of the place. 

The Secretary of War, General Schofield, and the 
President are just now trying to discover which of 
them has authority to order the court-martial of 
Major Armes, court-martials of retired officers being

meantime Major Armes is assured that there will be 
no unnecessary delay.

Topeka, the capital, had 
forty saloons; now, not one. Leavenworth, once a 
rum city of the worst kind, is now a temperance 
city, without an open saloon. 

Some of the druggists are lawless to some extent 
yet, but one after another they are fined and im- 
prisoned. The law is very stringent, and citizens 
that do their duty can enforce the law against rum- 
selling just as successfully as against thieving. It 
is wonderful how the sentiment against rum-drink- 
ing has grown in Garden City and in all parts of 
Kansas. (See the governor’s report.) 

We learn that the liquor men of the East have 
raised $25,000 to hire unprincipled editors of Kansas 
papers to publish items showing that the amend- 
ment is a failurein Kansas. Let none of our friends 
be deceived. ALBERT GODLEY.

The Scriptures say very little definitely 
about the future state, but some have in mind a 
clearly defined description of it, and our peculiar 
relation to one another there. May there not bea 


in its apprehension and practice of cardinal truths. 


And yet there is a first appeal to the soul—an ap- 


peal which gives decided prominence to soul mo- 
tion and action. It is to love God. This love to 
God is not primal only in point of time, nor only 
in point of attention. It is much more first in in- 
tensity of feeling of affection. It is first in its all- 
absorbing character. The soul is to be more fully 
taken up by it than by love in any other direction. 
It is to command the utmost of the power of the 
being. The entire being in its full volume is to be 
concentrated in the possession and expression of 
love to God. Itis not only that God is the most 
worthy object of love; not that he commands love 
by the greatness of his being, but that the motion 
of the affections determine first to him in both vol- 
ume and continuousness.

It is passion that 


tion to exalt love tor Christ above love for God. 
Should not love for God have even higher place 
than love for Christ? I may not be able to dis- 


tinguish between the intensity of the form of love 


for God and love for Christ, but there should be a 
firstness in love for God. It was God who so loved 
the world that he gave his only-begotten Son. The 
incarnation of the Son brings him into intimate 
nearness to us, and the spirit nature of God seems 
somewhat to dim our apprehension of him; but 
there should be such an expansion of our soul being 
as to take in the immeasurable greatness of the 
Father’s love, while at thesame time we havesome 
approximate appreciation of the wonderful love of 
Christ. If we love Christ because he first loved us, 
we should give firstness to our love for God, because 
his love for us must have preceded the love of 
Christ. 

At one time I conversed upon a slate with a deaf 
mute. I asked him, ““Do you love God?” He hesi- 
tatingly wrote reply, ‘‘I like God.”’ I then asked, 
“Do you love the Lord Jesus?” ‘With fervor and 
rapidity he replied, ““Yes, I do!” This, I think, 
represents the common feeling, but a little consid- 
eration will show how the most intense form of 
love, if there is any difference, should be for God. 

This love for God secured us a full response to the 
first commandment. There very closely follows 
another expression of affection in another direction. 
It is love for our neighbor, to be measured by the 
utmost limit of love for ourselves. I think I seea 
very great difference between love for God and love 
for self, or for our neighbor. It is not so exalted. 
It is not such a soul passion. It is not so ardent. 
It is simply regardful; or, at least, it appears so to 
me. Iregard myself with much care, or am sup- 
posed to. I make provision for myself; I esteem 
myself. I excuse and defend myself. I throw pro- 
tecting guards around myself. I am to be thesame 
toward my neighbor. I am to be to him as in like 
circumstances I would be to myself. Where com- 
passion is called for, Iam to have the same feeling 
for him I could wish for myself. 

While the love for God and for neighbor may be 
very much different, the command to each is 
equally imperative. The one lies upon the soul 
with as great stress and urgency as the other. May 
we not, as Jesus said upon another occasion, “go 
and do likewise?’’ 
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GOD’S PLAN. 

It seems passing strange that men who profess to 
be called ‘‘to teach God’s Word,’’ will seek to con- 
trovert the clear, plain truths of the Gospel, simply 
on the plea of not finding in the Bible the specific 
words or phrases which cover or embody funda- 
mental truths—truths that ninety-nine out of every 
hundred of professed Christians in the world 
heartily indorse. But I am often impressed with 
their promptness in using unscriptural terms them- 
selves, in order to bolster up a weak and untenable 
position—terms obsolete, and often full of mean- 
ingless technicalities. 

In the HERALD of March 2ist is a case to the 
point. The question is asked, ‘‘Where, in the New 
Testament, is anything said of God’s plan of salva- 
tion?’’ The inference is that because the phrase 
““God’s plan of salvation’”’ is not found in the New 
Testament the interrogator deems it questionable, 
and therefore open to criticism. For such a ques- 
tion would not reasonably look to be fraught with 
other than a controversial spirit. But what im- 
presses me most is the manner of Bro. Wait’s 
reply; for, while he irrelevantly and with his usual 
peculiar style goes out of his way to strike others, 
when he comes to the New Testament and does not 
find the exact phrase—‘'God’s plan of salvation’’— 
he has such a bundle of ‘“‘ifs’’ that one is really 
puzzled in determining what his idea is—whether 
he believes in any ‘‘plan of salvation’ or not. 
Here is a quotation from the brother’s conclu- 
sions: ‘‘If God forgives as he says we must; if he 
forgives as he trains his children to forgive—if this 
is what is meant by God’s plan, I answer: Yes, 
yes; the New Testament is full of this plan.” I 
submit it to the readers of the HERALD if this an- 
swer, in view of the clearness with which the Gos- 
pel is set forth in the New Testament, comes up to 
their ideal in positiveness and soundness, as they 
expect from one who lays claim to being purely 
biblical. Not that forgiveness is in ‘‘God’s plan,’’ 
but that it is not ¢he plan but an outgrowth from 
it. ‘Christ is the Alpha and Omega, the beginning 
and the end, the first and the last’’ of ‘‘God’s plan 
of salvation’? to a perishing world. And unless 
our lives “are hid with Christ in God’’ it is impos- 
sible for us to forgive or come up to his standard of 
right doing. -Faith in Christ first and then obedi- 
ence to his commands, will surely develop in us a 
growth of the spirit of forgiveness and of every 
Christian grace, until our lives become molded into 
the life of the blessed Jesus, and our knowledge of 
him becomes more and more perfected. ‘‘For if 
these things be in us and abound, they make us 
that we shall neither be barren nor unfruitful in 
the knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ.’’ In con- 
nection with this subject I am reminded of a per- 
tinent question: Does my brother ignore or make 
inoperative ‘the Lord’s Supper,’’. because the 
phrase ‘‘Lord’s Supper’’ is not found in the New 


Testament? 
The Bible student will not search in vain for ‘‘the 


way of salvation’’—a New Testament phrase—and 
equivalent to ‘‘plan of salvation.’”’ And he will be 
reminded of the Savior’s gracious words: ‘I am 
the way, the truth, and the life; no man cometh unto 
the Father but by me.”’ ‘Tam the door; by me if 
any man enter in he shall be saved.”” “Iam the 
good shepherd; the good shepherd giveth his life for 
the sheep.’? Surely, as the inspired Peter declares, 
“There is none other name under heaven, given 
among men, whereby we can be saved,’ but the 
name of Jesus. The New Testament is indeed full 
of ‘‘God’s plan of salvation;’’ that is, the glorious 
Gospel of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. In 
fact, it is a perfect epitome of the Gospel, clearly 
declaring that this ‘“‘plan’’ was unfolded to the 
world through the life and teaching, the death, the 
resurrection, and the ascension of our Lord and 


Savior. 
The Pauline theory is in perfect harmony with 


this. The grand old apostle, in writing to the 
church at Corinth, says: ‘‘Moreover, brethren, I 
declare unto you the Gospel which I preached unto 
you, which also ye have received, and wherein ye 
stand; dy which also ye are saved, if ye keep in 
memory what I preached unto you, unless ye have 
believed in vain. For I delivered unto you first of 
all that which I also received, how that Christ died 
Sor our sins aceording to the Scriptures [God’s plan] ; 
and that he was buried, and that he rose again the

third day according to the Scriptures’’—(God’s plan.) 
Here, then, is a clear and explicit statement, made 
by inspiration, that among the very first things 
Paul taught the Corinthian Church, was Christ’s 
atoning sacrifice (according to God’s prophets), 
which he incorporates into the Gospel and makes 
fundamental. 

IT appeal to the readers of the HERALD and ask, 
Which plan will you accept? That which is shroud- 
ed in doubtful uncertainties, bolstered up with a 
bundle of ‘“‘ifs,’’ with the risen Savior left out; that 
which takes away your intercessor, your mediator, 
and your advocate, with nothing more between 
you and the Father than the Jew had under the 
law? or ‘‘God’s plan,’’ which was first spoken unto 
the fathers by the holy prophets, and in these last 
days unto us ‘‘by the Lord of heaven,’’ and clearly 
and forcibly proclaimed by the inspired apostles; 
namely, salvation through the crucified and risen 
Redeemer? There is no doubt, there are no ‘“‘ifs,’’ 
no uncertainties; there can be no mistake made in 
resting all and trusting all to God’s plan. Itis asolid 
foundation rock to all who plant themselves upon 
it, which all the storms of time and of a never end- 
ing eternity ean not shake ‘Thanks be to God for 
his unspeakable gift.’’

RE-SUBMISSION IN RHODE ISLAND. 

To the editor’s request I would respond as follows: 
The fifth or prohibitory amendment to the Consti- 
tution of Rhode Island should not be repealed— 

1. Because it became a law by a vote of 15,118 
in favor of it against 9,230 opposed, a majority of 
506 more than the three-fifths required for its enact- 
ment, after a long and careful canvass, as the result 
of the experience of the people passed upon by their 
intelligence and honor. 

2. Because it is the fairly-expressed sentiment 
of the law-abiding for the control of the lawless and 
criminal classes, for which laws are made. 

3. Because there is no popular demand for its 
repeal outside of the classes that are controlled by 
the liquor power, and these largely voted against 
the law when it was passed. 

4, Because the law has been of beneficial effect 
upon the state in all localities where fair attempts 
at enforcement have been made. 

5. Because many of the statutory provisions 
necessary to making the law sufliciently effective 
have not yet been passed. 

6. Because of the notorious unfaithfulness of of- 
ficials whose duties include the enforcement of the 
law, and this manifestly with the intent to destroy 
the popular feeling in favor of it and prepare the 
way for this effort for repeal. 

7. Because the law is as easily enforced as are 
the restrictive features of a license law. 

8. Because it is politically wise; (a) it aims at 
the liquor monopoly which is the chief strength of 
the traffic; (5) it places the traffic where it belongs; 
its legal standing is according to its moral, social, 
and financial worth; (c) it is favorable to reform, as 
it attaches a stigma to both the habit and the trade; 
(d) it exalts legislation, and will, if enforced, culti- 
vate respect for law. 

9. Because it is morally right, and thus true to 
God and sure to triumph some time. 

10. Because the reasons given for its repeal are 
not true to the facts. The evilconditions that pre- 
vail are not chargeable to the law, but to political 
treachery, while the evils would be diminished and 
the benefits increased from year to year.

A TRIP TO OHIO. 

By the editor’s request I have decided to give to 
the readers of the HBRALD a short account of my 
visit last winter to Ohio, the home of my child- 
hood. 

On December 4th I left my friends and home for 
the place of my birth, to work for two months in 
the cause of my Master, subject to the control of 
my brother, A. C. Hanger, and Bro. Peters. On 
the 5th I reached Utica, the home of my sister, 
Sarah Harris, but only to greet her empty chair, 
she having died last September. She was the 
last of ten daughters of my father’s family to pass 
to the other side of the river. After spending 
twenty-four hours with her children and other 
friends in Utica, I took the train for Frazeysburg, 
where I joined my brother on the evening of the 
fth at Zion Chapel, where he had commenced a 
meeting of days, in anticipation of my coming. 
This church has never been so fortunate (or rather 
a@fortunate) as to have some one preach for them 
for nothing. They have always worked on the prin- 
ciple of being honest. Forty-six years ago last fall 
Iwas invited to take charge at this place when I 
was not twenty-two years of age, and remained 
with them over thirteen years, when, by reason of 
poor health, I was compelled to stop for a time the 
ministry. The Lord prospered them then, and 
bless the Lord they are prospering to-day. 

We had a very good meeting, with seven addi- 
tions. We left them with a very deep religious in- 
terest among the people not only of our church, but 
among others. I can never forget the kindness of 
those fathers and mothers that so faithfully sustain- 
ed me when I was young by their prayers and 
words of cheer, and to greet their children and 
grandchildren was very pleasant. In all my jour- 
neyings I never was so overwhelmed with kind- 
ness. JI would be glad if I could comply with their 
request and return to this, my old home. Herel 
had the pleasure of greeting some of those dear 
children that took their first lessons in the school- 
room under my care. This church, for the last 
nineteen years, has been under the care of Bro. 
Peters, of Appleton, a brother that needs no words 
of commendation from me. The religious spirit 
that prevails around Mt. Zion is a grander com- 
mendation than words can express. Whilst here 
aiding my brother in his meeting I was called 
away some fifteen miles to Willow Brook, Coshoc- 
ton County, to attend the funeral of Bro. Wright, 
a brother-in-law of Elder John W. Wright. Bro. 
Wright lost his life by falling from his horse, his 
neck being broken. He leaves a wife and eight 
children, and a large number of friends to mourn. 
Forty-six years previous I preached near this place 
my first funeral sermon. The unfortunate young 
friend came to his death from the same cause, being 
thrown from his horse. 

After our meeting closed at Mt. Zion I returned to 
Willow Brook, to aid Bro. Peters in a meeting of 
days. This church I served as pastor when I was 
young, for a number of years. This church is a 
live church. They, like the Mt. Zion Church, have 
been unfortunate; they have never had a pastor 
that was willing to work for them for nothing, rob- 
bing his wife and children to do them service that 


rich brethren might have thé more to pamper 
the pride and vanity of their children, and the 
more for them to quarrel over when father and 
mother were no more. My opinion is that a great- 
er curse can not befall a church than to have a min- 
ister that is willing to preach for them for nothing. 
Bro. Peters has served this church for nearly twenty 
years. His work here, as at Mt. Zion, tells its own 
story. One of the blessed results of his labors is 
seen in the great number of young people being 
members of the churches of his charge. 

Our meeting here was well attended (though the 
weather was bad), and closed with a good religious 
interest. I had the pleasure of meeting a number 
of those who had started in the divine life when I 
was here sixteen years ago, helping this same 
brother in a meeting of days. Among those that 
then embraced the Savior that are continuing faith- 
ful, of whom we feel under obligations to speak, is 
dear Bro. Murphy. Years ago he entered the work 
of the ministry, and being very zealous he has 
overtaxed his physical frame, and if now alive isa 
poor, broken-down brother. He attended. our 
meetings at Willow Brook occasionally (oftener, 
perhaps, than he should have done), and when op- 
portunity would offer, pale and trembling, he 
would rise in his place and speak of Jesus, urging 
the brethren to meet him in glory. It seemed asa 
voice from the other shore crying to us, ‘““This way, 
this way!’’ Bro. Murphy is one greatly beloved 
by the church at Willow Brook, and wherever he 
is known. I would to God he could be restored to 
health again. 

From Willow Brook we returned, in company 
with Esquire McDonald, to Mt. Zion, where we 
spent the first Sunday in January, preaching twice, 
and on the Monday following preached the funeral 
sermon of Emanuel Chaney at his dwelling, his 
wife and daughter being sick at the time. Mr. 
Chaney was a fast friend of mine, and as long as I 
was pastor of the church he was a true friend of the 
cause. J] was on my way to visit him when I 
learned he was no more. How the ties of friend- 
ship are broken! This was the second death in the 
family while I was among them. One of his sons, 
about three weeks before, was very suddenly called 
away, leaving a wife and three children to mourn. 

After spending a few days calling on friends we 
were conveyed by Bro. Lake to the Mt. Pleasant 
Church, here to join Bro. J. W. Wright in a meet- 
ing of days, remaining with him over three Sun- 
days. We had storm after storm, but the people 
having a mind to work came to the house of God, 
and the Lord seemed to be withthem. Four joined 
the church, and others were almost persuaded. 
Bro. Wright has served as pastor here for several 
years, to good acceptance. I was a stranger here, 
but was not so long. All that I had once known 
had passed to the unseen world. We left, hoping 
that much good will come of our labors. Every- 
where the friends were mindful of our temporal 
wants. : 

From Mt. Pleasant we returned by the way of 


Mt. Zion, in company with Elder Wright, and the 
next day, Wednesday, January 30th, we took the 
cars again for Utica, to spend a few days among our 
relatives and old associates. We spent the first 
Sunday in February in Utica. We attended the 
Methodist meeting, and heard Bro. Russell, the 
pastor, deliver a good sermon. He was engaged in 
a protracted effort, and as I have since learned there 
were two hundred converts. In the afternoon, 
while we were visiting a sick sister in the village, a 
messenger arrived from Mt. Pleasant for me to re- 
turn to attend the funeral of Sister Gant, who was 
a member of the Mt. Pleasant Church. After a 
ride of some fourteen miles, through the storm, we 
reached the home of the messenger, Bro. Gardner, 
tired and cold, but we were soon made comfortable 
by his kind family. The next day in the afternoon 
we delivered a discourse in the Disciple Church in 
Elizabethtown, to a large audience, from I. John 
3: 3.

They are the lambs of the fold whatever their age, 
and they need constant care and great encourage- 
ment. 

—If a business meeting is needed by the church 
in the absence of the pastor it can be called by the 
clerk, if so advised to do by the other officers of 
the church. 

—*“Fewer persons have ordered their HERALD 
discontinued within the last six months than ever 
before in the same length of time.’’ So says the 
agent, and the word is one of cheer to us. 

—Press the question of baptism. Baptized of the 
Spirit is of chief importance, but Jesus was also 
baptized with water and so were all the members of 
the Primitive Church. In them we have our ex- 
ample. Urge the converts to duty in baptismal 
waters. 

—In the article of Rev. A. Dunlap, of last week, 
for ‘‘our’’ before ‘‘idea,’’ in first line of second col- 
umn, read “‘an.’”’ In third column for “muck” 
read ‘‘mock,”’ and for ‘‘“commendation” read ‘‘com- 
munication.’”’ We dislike errors, and seek carefully 
to guard against them. 

—The protrait of Bro. J. E. Brush, given in this 
issue, is not perfectly satisfactory us. It is too 
deeply shaded, and fails therefore to do his genial 
countenance full justice. But still it presents the 
man that all delight to honor, while the sketch is 
very fine and at fault only in its brevity. 

—*To what does water baptism refer?” Not to 
our physical birth, but rather to our death to sin, 
burial of the ‘“‘old man,”’ and our resurrection toa 
new and holy life. It also is an iliustration of our 
faith in and confession of the Savior’s death, burial, 
and resurrection. Only in the form of immersion 
is baptism expressive in any of these ways. 

—During the last week of March eighty Christian 
Endeavor societies were reported as organized, two 
of which were by Christian churches in New Bed- 
ford, Mass. We would like to know how many of 
our churches have such societies, and the judgment 
of the pastors on them as a moral agency. ‘There 
are eight societies connected with churches in this 
city. 

—We heartily congratulate the Biblical School on 
its good fortune in securing from the estate of the 
late Hiram G. Coombes, of Brooklyn, N. Y., $3,000 
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toward its further endowment. We would empha- 
size this fact in the hope that many others will at 
once incorporate a provision in their wills in favor 
of our Bible School. It is a most worthy enter- 
prise, and the endowment should be enlarged very 
greatly and very quickly. 

—The HERALD OF GosPEL LIBERTY should be 
placed in every family of the Christian Church. 
It advocates the work of every church, and seeks to 
be the ally of every pastor in all his work. Will 
not our pastors present the claims of the HERALD 
frequently from their pulpits, and offer to send up 
subscriptions to the general office? Remember we 
have reduced the HERALD one-fourth in price, and 
this entitles us to at least one-fourth more subscrib- 
ers. 


—TIs the breath the spirit of man?’ It is not. 
The breath is simply the air about us which we in- 
hale as a vitalizing agent. If the breath is man’s 
spirit, then breath is God’s spirit; or, if man’s 
spirit is only air, then God’s spirit is only air, or 
God himself is only as a breath, for he is a spirit. 
God, as a spirit, formed man in his own image, 
and that part of man formed in God’s image was 
his spirit. Thus, to understand what man’s spirit 
is, seek to understand what God’s spirit is. You 
will hardly call the latter breath; then why the 
former? 


—The article of Rev. J. J. Summerbell, entitled 
**400,’’? should be read by every minister of the 
Christian Church, and every other person. It 
really is a cheering exhibit. That two-thirds of 
our pastors are responding to the calls of the Con- 
vention, is proof of a measure of loyalty that we 
had not expected to see. And yet, why should 
there be any exceptions to the rule? Why should 
any pastor falter in a really pledged duty? The 
four collections have been voted by the Convention, 
and no pastor can do his whole duty who will not 
give his people a chance to make the offering on 
each call. It can hardly be less each time than 
twenty-five cents, and twenty-five cents is twenty- 
five times better than nothing. And now, the 
Easter call for education is before us. Zhe Conven- 
tion expects every man to do his duty! 

—‘The first page of the HERALD has some most 
excellent selections from the different editors.’’ The 
above is from the pen of one of our most prominent 
ministers, and we confess that it greatly surprises 
us. We make the quotation that we may say that 
since we entered the editorial chair, and thus open- 
ed the first page in its present form, we have always 
taken credit for all the matter in the ‘Table of Con- 


| tents’”’ each week. ‘This would be wholly unfair in 


us if the page consisted of quotations from other 
editors. It would also be unfair to give such para- 
graphs as clippings and not give proper credit. 
Our only defense in the case is, no paragraph has 
ever appeared under the head of ‘‘General Editorial 
Notes” that was not original with us, or from our 
own pen. The first page is editorial matter, as well 
as the eighth page. Indeed, it would be much 
more in harmony with our own idea of propriety 
to dispense almost entirely with long editorials. 

—‘*Please explain Mark 4: 11, 12.”’ 11—Jesus 
spoke in parables to all, and these parables were 
dark sayings, while bothecommon and impressive. 
They would be easily remembered, and would excite 
constant and profitable thought. No private ex- 
planation was offered to the multitude, and to them 
therefore the kingdom of God illustrated by the 
parables remained a mystery. The disciples, how- 
ever, had the explanation of the parables in addition 
fo their promulgation, and under his explanations 
that which was a mystery to others became light 
and knowledge to them. It was necessary that the 
teachers of the kingdom should understand what 
that kingdom was. 12—The multitude had sight 
without clear perception, and the power of hearing 
without the full measure of understanding. Sight 
is a step toward perception, as hearing is a step to- 
ward understanding, but from prejudice the general 
multitude preferred to remain at the first step. They 
would not advance lest they become disciples of 
Jesus in fact—converts to the new faith. Their pro- 
test was not so much against the forgiveness of sins 
as the conversion. If they would suffer the con- 
version remission would follow as a consequence. 
The objection to their conversion and remission was 
with them and not with Jesus. 
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THE WORK IN JAPAN. 





We feel confident that our people do not weary of | 


references to our Japanese work, and that they wij] 
read with very great interest all that we may haye 
to say of it. We also feel fully confident that with 
all our interest in the work we do not begin to ap. 
preciate what is being done. In fact, we do not 
fully appreciate, because we do not fully know, the 
measure of the work. A fault with Bro. D. RB, 
Jones, if we may be bold to speak of faults in him, 
is that he does not sufficiently magnify his work, 
or set it before us in sufficiently conspicuous light, 
When called on for a statistical report of our work 
in Japan for 1888, we found that we had no data 
for full report in the communications of Bro. Jones, 
and se we wrote him for a detailed statement. We 
confess to astonishment at its magnitude, It is far 
better, fuller, broader, than we had any reason to 
expect, although we have always turned, as we 
supposed, the large end of our telescope toward 
Japan. 

As we glance at his statements and see the wide 
field he maps out before us, all organized in legg 
than two years, we involuntarily exclaim, What 
hath God wrought! To say the work already ac- 
complished is wonderful is to speak of it only in 
tame language. And yet we have but one man in 
the field from America, and no other man offers to 
go. Never did a field have so many open doors, 
and never was there a field more inviting in the na- 
ture of its work. Young again, we would plead 
for such an opportunity as offers in conjunction 
with Bro. D. F. Jones in Japan. It is by all odds 
the brightest, if not the most important, field in the 
Christian Church. How greatly it needs a second 
workman, and how richly it would reward the 
most brilliant and consecrated talent! 

The work began in Ishinomaki. Here is a good 
church and Sabbath-school, with settled pastor and 
buildings of our own complete. Sannomiya San is 
pastor. He preaches here and also at Konomata, 


Minato, Wotanoka, Ienogawa, Mayia, Masubuchi, — 


and Oinogawara—seven points in addition to his 
home church. At Ichinosaki is located our second 
church; as yet it is in rented buildings, but should 
have property of its own. Here Tsuda San is pas- 
tor, and his work is supported by the Woman’s 
Missionary Society of the Fall River (Massachu- 
setts) Church. He has six preaching places beyond 
the home church as follows: Kannari, Sawabe, 
Kanazawa, Usuginu, Tohagi, and Semmaya. At 
Wakuya, Chickusa San is located. No church was 
organized there at last accounts, although the con- 
verts had asked for organization. The pastor, be- 
yond his home station, has the following preaching 
places: Kogota, Maiyacki, Sanbongi, Nakanieda, 
Iwadeyama, Masaka, Miyano, Tsukidate, Takashi- 
mizu, Nakazui, Tazuri, and Matsuyama. 

The three native pastors above-named have, in 
addition to their home churches or stations, twenty- 
five preaching places, and we take it these places 
are all villages. This outline of work does not in- 
clude Tokio and its adjacent work. The work 
began there later than January 1, 1889, and already 
one church is organized, and a second station is oc 
cupied in thecity. Bro. Jones is the general bishop 
of all this work. Who will say he does not need an 
assistant of zeal, consecration, and education? 

There are four Sabbath-schools connected with 
the 1888 work, embracing about one hundred schol- 
ars. The total membership of the two churches— 
Ishinomaki and Ichinosaki—January Ist, was sixty- 
seven, thirty-nine of whom were men and twenty- 
eight women. During the year Bro. Jones (who 


seems to do all the baptizing) immersed fifty per- ” 


sons. In addition he received five by letter, dis- 
missed three, and expelled one person. There was 
one day school, and two theological students. The 
native members contributed $36.45, and this from 
wages that will not exceed fifteen cents a day. 

Let us read and ponder these figures, and see if 
we do not find in them cause for gratitude, praise, 
and generosity. We were carrying the Gospel in 
1888 to twenty-eight centers in Japan, and to-day we 
are doing even more than this. We expended on all 
this work last year only about $1,500, but we shall 
need at least $2,000 for the work this present year, 
and yet all of this may come from 2,000 persons who 
are interested to the extent of $1 each. God has 
given us a great work to do; it is being done with 
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test economy, and the success attending our 
work has been so far gloriously grand. 

May this statement, which electrifies us with joy- 
ful amazement as we pen it, inspire us to grander 
and nobler devotion to the Foreign Mission-work. 
We beseech the daily prayers of the brotherhood 
upon the work and the workmen. We find great 
personal joy in the daily remembrance of Bro. 
Jones, his workmen, churches, Sabbath-schools, 
and work. He that prays for the work will bea 
giver to the work. Pray for it! Give to it!

With considerable labor I have drawn off a list of 
ministers who are supposed to have obeyed the 
voice of the Convention in taking up the quarterly 
collections called for in the year 1888. If some of 
these brethren have not had the desire to obey, 
then the credit must belong to the faithful ones in 
their congregations who have caused the collections 
to be taken. But I believe that in almost all these 
cases the obedience to the Convention has been in 
perfect harmony with the wishes of the brethren 
named. 

This record is for the obedience to the calls issued 
in 1888, wiih the exception of a few straggling con- 
tributions in the first of the year. 1888, which were 
perhaps influenced in part by the calls issued in 
1887. The list is not perfect, perhaps because of the 
fact that in making it I have been compelled to use 
my lists of church pastors as at present existing, 
and there are constant changes among churches as 
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to pastors; and it may be that some minister has 
left a church at such a time that by the system on 
which this article is prepared he fails to receive 
credit for a collection which he had taken before he 
left, and the succeeding pastor receives correspond- 
ing credit thatis not hisdue. At first I was dis- 
posed not to publish this list without an examina- 
tion with a view to eliminating this possible error, 
but later I thought that these ministers would per- 
haps receive substantial justice, for wherever they 
would go they would take up the collections and 
would probably be at live churches that had taken 
up the preceding collections, for which they may 
possibly receive credit here that may compensate | ® 
for the losses otherwise. 

In this list after many of the names there is a 
figure. It indicates the number of remittances 
from the church or churches of which the minis- 
ters are pastors. Sometimes a minister is in 
charge of various churches, and the number of re- 
mittances or collections is correspondingly greater 
than four. Sometimes, also, the whole collection 
has not been sent in one remittance, and the 
number is greater than the real number of col-|; 
lections proper. As I understand the matter, 
every minister should have his name appear here 


with a number as high as four, the number of con- | ¢ 
tributions called for by the Convention in the period | - 


covered by the list. Apathy may account for a 
lower number in some cases, but probability and | J 
charity make us believe that error, poverty, infirm- 
ity, age, or other hindrance which should excite 
our commiseration may account for the absence of 
many names and for the low numberin some. If 
any name is improperly omitted from this list, the 
omission will be gladly corrected in another notice, 
if Iam informed. I have searched for the names 
of these pastors from my own lists in many cases, 
for the remittances came from the church clerks 
often. 

My purpose, however, in this article is not espe- 
cially to do justice to individuals, but to the brother- 
hood at large; to arrive at an approximation to the 
number of ministers that are now obeying the Con- 
vention. I believe that this approximation is sub- 
stantially correct. We have here a fair picture of 
the proportionate number. It is three hundred and 
eighty-four; call it four hundred. This is not as 
large as it should be, but it is really large in propor- 
tion to the number of our PASTORS; considering 
the length of time in which we have been working 
(two years), and it is especially large in view of our 
history, our genius, our stubborn independence 
(praiseworthy and right) that will not accept even 
the appearance of submission to any yoke. 

Many of our brethren have felt that if they were 
not pastors they were not under obligations of duty 
to send contributions in response to the A. C. C. 
calls. This mistake may account for the absence of 
the names of many. Considering then the hinder- 
ing causes mentioned before—error, poverty, infirm- 
ity, age—the number of ministers who are inactive 
from apathy must be small; and we can rejoice and 
take courage. It is made vivid and plain to us 
that we have great reason for rejoicing when I state 
plainly the proportion. I take the total number of 
pastors, and then take this three hundred and 
eighty-four as pastors responding, and the percent- | W 
age is a fraction over sixty-eight; yes, nearly sixty- |G 
nine. Butas some of these brethren are not pas- 
tors whose names are included in the three hundred 
and eighty-four, we are not justified in saying that 
more than sixty six per cent. of our pastors are yet 
respondirg to the calls of the Convention; say two- 
thirds. Even this may be slightly too large; I do 
not stop tocompute. But what a new thing this is! 
We are making computations to find out if éwo- 
thirds of our pastors have obeyed the Convention! 

Brethren, it appears as if we were about to pass 
out of that period and stage of our existence when 
a few of our ministers obeyed the votes passed by 
our representative bodies, and the majority went 
on their way, heedless of all methods of work 
adopted by conference or Convention. 

Two-thirds of our pastors are now marking time 
for the ranks. Yea, they are marching in time 
Rejoice, rejoice!
